OIL TANKS AFIRE 


The Rubens, which left Mon- 
trent almost two months ago 
with 9,000 tons of soy beuns for 
Japan, went aground on Satur- 
day off the Chibu coast. She 
freed herself, cast anchor in 
dleeper water and was waiting to 
have Japandre technicians to 
oxamine: damage to her bottom 
when o fire broke out In the 
engine room on Sunday. The 
fire spread to the Rubens’ oil! 
tanks on Monday morning. 

Japanese firemen playing 
their - hoses on the ship's decks 
found that the soy bean ‘cargo 
was absorbing the water and 
sas awelling, creating the dan- 
ger that the hull would split, 
The damaged. water-logged 
vessel finally sank late on Mon-
